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In a decision mailed by this Office on 31 December 2002, applicant's request to add Jean- 
Yves Baudais as an inventor was dismissed without prejudice for failure to satisfy all the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1 .497(d). Specifically, applicant had not provided the consent of the 
assignee in the proper form, as required under 37 CFR 1 .497(d)(3). In addition, the decision 
noted that applicant had not submitted the translation of the drawings in the required form. 

On 24 February 2003, applicants filed the "Response To Decision On Request Under 37 
CFR 1 .497(d)" considered herein as a renewed request to correct inventorship. The renewed 
request was accompanied by a document in which the joint assignees consent to the change in 
inventorship, a copy of the assignment document, and translated drawings. 

The assignment and assignee consent document satisfy the requirements of 37 CFR 
1 .497(d)(3). Applicants have therefore now satisfied all the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .497(d). 

The request under 37 CFR 1 .497(d) is GRANTED. Jean- Yves Baudais is added as an 
inventor. 

Based on this change in inventorship, the declaration filed 13 August 2002 is acceptable 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .497.
